Kessar committee raps ΕἸ Al, 
Histadrut for labour problems

TEL AVIV. A Histadrut- 
appointed committee yesterday 
recommended changes in foreign 
currency payments to El Al air 
crews and criticized management 
for faulty labour relations. 

The recommendations, by a team 
of trade unionis!s and independent 
labour experts, will be examined 
by a second Histadrut committee 
before they are taken up by the 
Jabour federation's Central Com- 
mittee. 

The committee, headed by His- 
tadrut treasurer Yisrael Kessar, 
said the aircrews’ salaries are equi- 
valent to those paid by European 
airlines. (The pilots claim they 
deserve payment in foreign cur- 
rency because half their working 
time is spent abroad.) The commit- 
tee said that ground jcrews agreed 
Pilota deserved high salaries — but 
claimed the gap, sometimes tenfold, 
was too big. With frequent devalu- 
ations, the gap is widening, the 
committee noted. 

It recommended that the air- 
crews’ salaries be fixed in Israeli 
pounds, but that the aircrews should 
be compensated for overseas ex- 
penses through payment for room 
and board “or another suitable nran- 
ner considering prices there and 
practicea In comparable foreign air- 
lines." The country’s economy situ- 
ation should also be taken into ac- 
count, the committee said. 


It also recommended that regular 
pay replace fictitious increments, 
such as “entertainment allowances” 
to people whose job does not entafl 
entertaining. 

The report severely criticized 
labour relations in Bl Al, Because 
of mutual mistrust, every differ- 
ence of opinion is inflated into a 
labour dispute, the report said. Even 
day to day verbal exchanges are 
conducted in a harsh and bellicose 
manner. Last year the airline was 
plagued by 13 strikes, the longest 
lasting 18 days, it noted. 

The committee indicated that the 
board of directors was not suffi- 
ciently familiar with the workers’ 
problems and that executives res- 
ponsible for manpower are unquali- 
fied for thelr tasks. It also said 
that because of excessive centraliz- 
reve junior executives lack author- 
A main part of the committee's 
recommendations urged the estab- 
lishment of an overall employees’ 
council} that would represent the 
company’s 5,000 workers. On the 
lower level, it proposed the merger 
of the existing nime works com- 
nittees into three bodies, represent- 
ing the air crews, the ground crews 
and technicians, and the adminis- 
trative and service staff. 

According to the recommenda- 
tions, representatives of the three 
committees would participate in the 
board of directors as observers. 
Other steps proposed are the setting 
up of joint management-workers

ADL to sue U.S. Government 
in connection with Arab boycott

TEL AVIV. — “The Anti-Defama- 
tion League of B'nai B'rith is now 
preparing a massive court action 
against the Government of the 
United States in connection with 
the Arab boycott,” Arnold Forster, 
general counsel and associate na- 
tional director of the ADL, sald yes- 
terday in an exclusive interview 
with The Jerusalem Post. 

Forster is now in Israel, together 
with 15 other ADL leaders, to de- 
termine Israel’s views concerning his 
organization’s activities. 

“A major problem that we en- 
counter in connection with Israel 
is communications,” stated Lawrence 


: Peirez, national chairman of the 


ADL's civic righta committee and 
prominent lawyer. The ieader of 
the current study mission together 
with Forster revealed publicly, for 
the first time, that there are plans 
to open an ADL office in Israel.

Heavy fog caused 


airport closure 


BEN-GURION AIRPORT. -—- The 
airport was reopened to traffic be-

Property Tax 
bill approved 


The Ministeria! Economic Com- 
mittee yesterday approved an 
amendment to the Property Tax Law 
by which the tax rate on apart- 
ments will be reduced from 0.7 per 
cent to 0.6 per cent. According to 
the amendment the exemption from 
the tax wih be increased from 
1L.120,000 to IL200,000 of value. 


The committee postponed till next 
week its decision on Transport Min- 
ister Gad Ya‘acobi's proposal to es- 
tablish a company for developing 
and financing transport projects. 
This was done after some ministers 
voiced opposition to the idea. 

The committee also approved a 
2 per cent increase in National In- 
surance premiums. Payment of the 
increase will be divided between em- 
ployees (0.7) and employers (1.3 
per cent).

‘The Gulf ΟἹ Corporation's posi- 
tion concerning the boycott was 
also reversed by mass picketing of 
Gulf service stations and the return 
of credit cards. 

In another case, the ADL took 
legal action against Roger Morton, 
former Secretary of Commerce, 
asking him to disclose the names of 
companies on the Arab boycott. The 
suit also demanded action against 
nations who rded the 1969 
Export-Import Act, which called for 
governmental action against groups 
which carried on discriminatory 
economic practices against coun- 
tries considered friendly to the U.3. 
The case ended in a partial victory 
— the Government was enjoined to 
determine the acceptance of dis- 
criminatory tenders but not to dis- 
close the Arab boycott list.

TEL AVIV. — Former South Af-! 
rican international archer Howard 
Lipschitz set up a new Israel re- 
cord in winning the local Archery 
Association's sixth annual imdoor 
championships at Beit Barbour here 
over the weekend.

stately homes of Britain 1 πὸ 
doubt have admired the oak- 
panelled walls. Of course, you can 
hardly expect to find such panelling 
here, apart from the fact that in Bri- 
tain the panelling served as a means 
of insulation as well as being very 
decorative.

chipboard {is available in the follow-

START at a corner of the room. Butt 
one strip against the corner, level it 
vertically with a spirit level (peles 
mayim) and nail to the horizontal 
strips with thin nails as shown in 
diagram 2. If there is a slight gap 
‘between the edge of the strip and the 
wall at right angles to it, it doesn't 
matter as that wall if not covered by 
panelling can be finished off neatly 
in the corner with a strip of wood 
moulding.

FOR YEARS he had been conined to 
@ wheel-chair as the result of a 
stroke. Last October he had remark- 
ed to Journalists who had gone to see 
the first takes of what was tc be his 
last film: *“This time I've come ine 
wheel-chair, next time they'll bring 
me along on 8 stretcher." He may 
have meant the remark to ease the 
tension, but no one laughed. A few 
months later he was dead. 

Luchino Visconti was the most 
cultured of italian film directors, in 
the sense that his work invariably 
reflected the multiple memories of 
Uterature, painting and music. 

In 1942, with “Ossessione,” he 
launched that marvellous period of 
the Italian cinema universaity 
known as neo-realism. in 1948, aft 
re-reading Verga. the most forcefu? 
and original writer in τα, he 
created in “Le terra trema’’ a 
memorable combination of chorai 


lyrical compassion, which 2ccom- 
pany the drama of an indigent farsi- 
dy of fishermen defeated in its efforzs 
to emerge from its wretchecness. 
Here already was to be seen one cf 
bis most constant ideologica} ard 
structura] motifs, that of the “gre2* 
family”’ — a positive force. despite 
crises and tragedy, when its 
members belong to the popular 
strate of society.

For 
several hours the tele- 
encephalographic record supplies a 
continuous stream of information on 
the activities of the brain received 
from a small tranamitter attached to 
the patient's head, and at the same 
time the behavioural aspects such as 
seizures, unconsciousness and 50 on, 
are brought to the doctor's attention 
on the same screen. 

In the unit's biochemical section 
the level of anti-convulaive drugs in 
the blood level is measured by the 
technique of gas liquid 
chromatography and the medication 
of epileptics can be adjusted 
repeated checks of blood levels. 
There is as yet no known cure for 
epilepsy, but selrures can be con- 
trolled in varying degrees by anti- 
convulsant .

“ALL THESE SERVICES are the 
clinical — neurophysiological basis 
for our research work. We employ a 
computer to ‘read’ and interpret the 
electrical records and to guide the 
physician in his search for the most. 
promising therapeutic approach," 
says Prof. Bental. 

What can the doctor do, at the pre- 
sent stage of medical knowledge, to 
help the patient? “Until the basic 
causes of neurological disorders, es- 
pecially epilepsy, are discovered, 
we can help by inhibiting, as far as 
possible, the occurrence of 
seizures."" 

Dr. Bental paid tribute to the Tech- 
nion Medical School and its dean, 
Prof. David Erlik, and to the late 
Prof. Karel Schein (who was direc- 
tor of the Rothschild Hospital) for 
getting the research unit establish- 
ed. “By team work of the doctor, the 
psychologist, the biochemist, the 
electronic engineer and the com- 
puter man we hope to make headway 
in ciical neurophysiology,"” he con- 
cluded.

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-Sadat’s race for arms 


THE U.S. is not planning to become Egypt's chief weapons 
supplier, Dr. Kissinger has assured a Senate sub-committee. But 

he thinks it is in the interest of Middle East peace, and of Is- 
reat itself, to have a “moderate” Egypt, which has broken 
with the Soviet Union, fitted with American arms. 

Egypt, President Sadat hes told the “Washington Post,” 
is not asking the U.S. for arms at nearly the same volume and 
sophistication as those granted to Israel, but he believes that, 
"ag a friend,” he is entitled to obtain what he terms defensive 
weapons -- including P-5E fighter aircraft and TOW anti-tank 
missiles —- from the U.S., and to obtain them this year. 

Thus a seemingly modest request for six “non Jethal" Her- 
cules es is already i to mushroom 
into a-massive military aid programme for Egypt. Such a 
programme need not, of course, make the U.S, into Egypt's 
principal munitions maker. Sadat has many more options than 


the U.S., and he is actively working on most of them. There- 


fore, even without the Soviets as a provider, the _ Egyptian 
argenal does not run any serious risk of turning, in Sadat's 
colourful phrase, into a heap of scrap iron. 

Sadat himself only recently concluded a vast arms deal with 
Britain, and another deal has apparently just been made with 
France, French support in setting up an war industry 
is to be taken up this coming weekend at a meeting between 
Sadat and President Giscard. 

Next, Sadat is to discuss the prospects of West German arms 
supplies during a scheduled visit to Bonn, and despite some 
difficulties there is reason to believe that he will not come 
away empty handed. In the meantime, Sadat has been throwing 
public hints to the Italians that their weapons factories too 
have much to offer Egypt. All this, on top of the assistance 
that Egypt has been receiving from Yugoslavia on the one 
hand and China on the other, 

Yet Sadat remains unsatisfied. He has set his mind on @s- 
tablishing an arms supply relationship with the U.S. 

Both Cairo and Washington argue that U.S. yas aid 
would be ἃ proper reward — and a boost — for Egypt's 
moderation and its turn towards peaceful settlement. The 
guarantee that the weapons ho might seraizs from the U.S. 
would be used for defonce alone, Sadat has said, lica in ‘my 
attitude towards peace, the steps I have already taken, and 
tho validity of my word.” 

On all these counts, there is in fact cause for apprehension. 
For Sadat's attitude towards peace is that it must be left for 
another generation; the goo he has taken in the interim 
agreement are portrayed to the Egyptian people as involving 
no concession to peace at all; and the validity of his word has 
been impugned by Sadat’s own repeated warnings that the 
deception he has practised on Israel before could serve as a 
model for the future. 

‘ ‘The real reason for Sadat's great interest in an arms link 
with the U.S. is that it might, so he hopes, reduce the Amer- 
ican nexus with Israel. And the only sensible argument for 
selling Sadat American arms is that, by keeping his army 
happy, it might help build some leverage for true moderation 
on Egypt’s militarized government. 

In that case, however, it behooves the U.S. Congress to 
make certain that any Egyptian arms deal it approves must 
be explicitly conditional on Egypt's commitment to a peace 
agreement.

The 
deportation may have seriously compromised the position of 
the traditional and more moderate West Bank leadership, 
which now has to prove itself at least as nationalist as the 
opposition. And the likelihood that PLO favoured candidates 
will win the elections has only become greater. 

Moreover, by the two doctors out of the country 
at a time when the Supreme Court was set to hold a stay 
of execution hearing, the authorities flouted the principle of 
due process of law. 

The responsible authorities cannot have it both ways — 
arguing that the rule of law is observed even given the dif- 
ficulties that sometimes arise on the West Bank — and then 
denying it when convenient.
